Korcihlen stated that he met Abraham Brothman about 1942. At that ti« 
lorchlen was employed by Henry Jrjf'Golwlnne as an architect on thejjisfgxt-Xajeslcal 
ConpMy project on idilch Brothman was associated ae a chemical engl^er. He eald /, y 
'Eat he was responsible for the hiring of OsearZngo as a structural sngineer ( - 

(apparently on tne Hufert Chemical Coapany project). He stated that be had known 
Tago since late 1930 and that 7ago wae unknown to Brothman. 


Horchlen stated that A. Brothman and Associates , Inc. , was organised in 
late 1943 or possibly 1944, the original partners being jsrothaan, Tago, Wollan 
and Zorchlen. He said that Gusnlbllan had been unknown to him until Brothman 
introduced them. He was vague^^uid reluctant to discus e the financial structure 
of A. Brothman and Associates but stated that idien the eonpEuiy was formed Brothman 
had an agreement with the ChiMse Government to furnish designs for plastic and 
chemical procesees. However, he did not know any of the Chinese officials Involved 
in this and stated tnat the business contacts were handled by Brothman, After 
repeated questioning, he eald that he believed that about ?30,000 was paid to A. 
Brothman and Associates at various times for the work on this Chinese contract. 

Me denied that he, himself, had ever received any money for wages or services. 

He said he performed no work pj> the Chinese contract. He recalled that the company 
aleo had a contract with the.^ ^idgeport Brase Compan y. He claimed never to have 
taken active part in the operations of the bueiness and to have ceased his partner- 
ship in the eospany wnen it moved to ^ens . He said shat he and Brothman had 
both advanced loans to the coapaiqr and that the conpany is Indebted to him for 
$1600 at the present time. Me said there were other persons associated with or 
employed by Abraham Brothman and Associates but that they weie unknown to him. 

He also said that at about the time the firm was organized a laboratory was set tp 
near Elsturst, Long Island, and that Wollan and others worked there. He aleo recalled 
that Brothman was friendly with an editor of tneJ^gjnleal and Ketallurgical Journal 
to which magazine Brothman submitted articles , Hb eonia tint rfTefliT thw / v
